What is unique about Jones out 
in Keokuk is that he teaches his 
students to drive at night.

Well, 56 percent of all highway 
fatalities occur at night, when on­ 
ly one-third of all traffic is mov­ 
ing about. 
Yet, although millions of high 
school students are being taught 
to drive, only Jones’ students are 
bring taught to drive at night! 
After spending a lot of time 
to 
train teen-agers to drive w'hen they 
can see, We are giving them per­ 
mission to use the family cars at 
night—even though they've never 
been taught how' to drive under 
the most dangerous conditions of 
all. 


Jones 
reasoned 
that 
this was 
kind of stupid. His common sense 
told him that students should be 
trained to cope with the special 
problems of nightmare, when driv­ 
ing is three times more danger­ 
ous. Why not teach students 
to 
drive at night as well, he reasoned. 
So he did. 


As officials become more aware 
of the great toll nighttime accidents 
are taking and begin to make con­ 
ditions safer for night driving, edu­ 
cators are beginning to wake up 
to the need. too. 
It probably will be a long time 
before all high schools teach stu­ 
dents to drive at night. But when 
it happens, somebody should build 
a monument to R. W. Jones of 
Keokuk. Iowa, and put on it some­

Blair Jr. wants to be one of the 
great governors of Missouri. He is 
a product of a distinguished family 
that had its beginnings in the state 
in 1881, His inauguration yesterday 
was the result of decades of plan­ 
ning and striving. Now, the record 
of the next four years remains to 
be written. In history and in the 
memories of Missourians, it is this 
record that will count.

Governor Blair is off to a run­ 
ning start with his budget propos­ 
als that were original, logical and 
to the point. This was an indication 
of willingness to lead and take re­ 
sponsibility. We hope it means that 
the new governor appreciates the 
type of professional governmental 
services that Missouri seldom has 
had. A professional, instead of ¡k>- 
litical approach to >tate problems 
where technical knowledge is re- 
quired would be a great day for 
Missouri. That ma> be the big hur­ 
dle for a man who has s|>ent his 
life in politics. 
Few' governors have entered of­ 
fice with a finer opportunity to 
serve the state. Few have had so 
wide a knowledge of Missouri, so 
much good w ill and such a back­ 
ground.

P H IL M. D O N N ELLY 


Today at high noon, one of the 
state’s most distinguished citizens 
retired from public life, after de­ 
voting more than three decades to 
his native Missouri. 
Phil M. Donnelly, the state's only 
twice-elected governor 
returned 
today to private life when his suc­ 
cessor became the state's 
new' 
chief executive. 
Phil Donnelly has one of the most 
distinguished jjublic records in the 
history of the state of Missouri. 
He was first elected to public of­ 
fice in his native Laclede County 
as prosecuting attorney. In 1922 h< 
was elected to the state House ot 
Representatives and two years lat­ 
er was elected to his first four 
year term in the Missouri State 
Senate. 
Donnelly served in the Senate 
from 1924 until 1944. serving 
two 
terms as president pro tern of the 
upj)er chamber and two terms as 
Democratic floor leader. 
Elected by a large majority in 
1944, Donnelly became 
governor, 
and served the state with distinc­ 
tion. His administration was noted 
for its popular decisions in almost 
every field of government. He of­ 
tentimes placed qualifications 
ti- 
head of partisan politics, and 
he 
demonstrated a desire to act in he 
interests of all Missourians. 
Donnelly was elected to the gov­ 
ernor's office again in 1952—the 
first man in the history of the state 
to be elected to that office for two 
terms. 
Mostly because of 
the 
times, 
Donnelly's second term wa.^ not as 
notable as his first. But he still in­ 
sisted on honesty in government, 
demanding tin' best from 
every 
state official. His 
appointments 
during his second term were as no 
table as they were during his first. 
Few men have served the state 
of Missouri as long or in such a dis­ 
tinguished manner as Phi! Donnel­ 
ly. His long public career in both 
the

and 
executive 
branches of the government have 
been milestones in the history of

| Governor's First Budget 
Message Is New Type 
| Approach to Problems 


JE F F E R S O N CITY <,P) — Gov. 
Jam es T. Blair Jr.. asked the Mis­ 
souri L egislature today to appro­ 
priate nearly a half billion dol­ 
lars to run the state governm ent 
and its institutions for the next 
year. 


It w as Blair’s first budget mes­ 
sage and represented a new ap ­ 
proach to state m oney problems. 
Instead of setting out hi.s recom ­ 
m endations for the full tw o-year 
period, 
the new governor dis­ 
c a r d e d tradition and urged th at 
appropriations 
for 
the 
period 
starting July 1 be on a o n e-y ear 
basis. 
He coupled 
that plan with a 
i request 
for an im m ediate allot­ 
m ent of SI00.000 to set up a staff 
of budget experts to m ake a care­ 
ful analysis of the money needs 
■ of state agencies. Then, next year 
he can call the legislators back m 
special session to finish the ap­ 
propriating 
job on the basis of 
carefully screened figures. 
New 
Revenues 
As in hi> previous statem ent of 
fiscal 
policy, 
Blair w arned 
th at 
“in m y opinion we are going to 
face a need for new revenues in 
ra th e r 
substantial 
proportions.” 
But he told the law m a k e rs to 
go slow* on any tax increases u n ­ 
til the facts are available for “in­ 
telligent and sound decisions.” 
Blair recom m ended $495,976,225 
for operating expenses during the 
first year, 
counting 810 million 
from the new state cigarette tax 
which goes to schools. 
The total com pares w ith $423 -

am ount appropriated for the cur­ 
rent tw o -y e ar period— not count­ 
ing any of the $75 million build­ 
ing bond program voted a year 
ago.

arc so c h a ra c te ristic of p ro g ress 
In the U nited S tates. 
Jones is a high school teacher, 
and his job is to teach stu d en ts 
to drive autom obiles. T h ere ’s noth­ 
ing unusual about th a t, for alm ost 
30 per cent of all high schools in 
the U nited S ta tes h ave p ro g ram s 
for teaching stu d en ts to drive pale­ 
ly. W hat is unique about Jo n es out 
in Keokuk is th a t he teaches his 
stu d en ts to d riv e at night. 
You m ight rightfully ask w h at's 
so im portant about th at? 
W ell, 56 p ercen t of all highw ay 
fatalities occur a t night, when on­ 
ly one-third of all traffic is m ov­ 
ing about. 
Y et, although 
m illions of high 
school students a re being ta u g h t 
to d rive, only Jo n e s’ stu d en ts a re 
being 
taught 
to d rive at night! 
A fter spending a lot of tim e 
to 
tra in teen -ag ers to d rive when they 
can see, w e are giving them p er­ 
m ission to use the fam ily c a rs at 
nig h t—even though th ey ’ve n ev er 
been taught how to d riv e u n d er 
the most d an g ero u s conditions of 
all. 


Jones 
reasoned 
that 
this 
was 
kind of stupid. His comm on sense 
told him that students should be 
trained to cope with the .special 
problem s of nigh tm an’, when d i k ­ 
ing is three tim es m ore danger­ 
ous. Why not teach students 
to 
drive at night as w ell, he reasoned, 
So he did. 


As officials becom e m ore aware 
of the great toll nighttim e accidents 
are taking and begin to make con­ 
dite ms safer for night driving, edu­ 
cators are beginning to wake up 
to the need. too. 
It probably will be a long tim e 
before all high schools teach stu­ 
dents to drive at night 
But when 
it happens, som ebody should build 
a monument to R. W. Jones of 
Keokuk. Iowa, and put on it som e­ 
thing like this—-“ Revolutionist — 
Am erican sty le.”

proved. But our m aritim e needs do 
not end. by any m eans, with the 
navy alone. There are other vital 
elem ents-—one of them being the 
merchant marine. It has. and right 
Iv, been called our “ Fourth arm of 
defense.'' For it is largely on U. 
S. flag m erchant ships, traveling 
seas controlled by the navy, that 
we must depend to m eet the in­ 
satiable logistic dem ands any m aj­ 
or em ergency creates. 
Even if a m iracle should occur, 
and ail danger of war should dis­ 
appear. our need of a 
top-flight 
merchant m arine would not lessen. 
We are a great importing and ex­ 
porting nation— and it is these 
ships that carry the goods back 
and forth on the ocean highways.

Today at high noon, one of the 
sta te’s most distinguished citizens 
retired from public life. after de­ 
voting m ore than three decades to 
his native Missouri. 
Phil M. Donnelly , the sta te’s only 
tw ice-elected governor 
returned 
today to private life when his suc­ 
cessor becam e 
the state’s 
new- 
chief executive. 
Phil D onnelly has one of the m ost 
d istinguished public reco rd s in th* 
history of the state of M issouri. 
He w as first elected to public of­ 
fice in his native Laclede County 
as prosecuting attorney. In 1922 hr 
was elected to the -ta te House of 
R ep resen tativ es and two y ears lat­ 
e r w as elected to his first four 
y ea r te rm in the M issouri Slat* 
Senate. 
D onnelly served in the Senate 
from 1924 until 1944, serv in g 
two 
term s as p resid en t pro tem of th* 
up p er ch am b er and two term s as 
D em ocratic floor leader. 
E lected by a large m ajo rity in 
1944. Donnelly becam e 
governor, 
and served the state w ith distinc­ 
tion. His ad m in istratio n w as noted 
for its popular decisions in alm ost 
ev ery field of governm ent. He of­ 
ten tim es placed qualifications 
*- 
head of p a rtisan politics, and 
he 
d em o n strated a desire to aet in he 
in terests of all M issourians. 
D onnelly w as elected to the gov­ 
e rn o r's office again in 1952—the 
first m an in the history of the state 
to be elected lo that office for two 
term s. 
M ostly b< cause of

tim es, 
Donnelly 's second term was not as 
notable as his first. But he still in­ 
sisted on honesty in governm ent,
